chiefly concern'd the good of the King and Kingdom. 

I give the DoCtor my hearty thanks for all his Prayers,Coun- 
fels, 2nd Charitable Offices he hath done me, and I pray God 
to bleſs him for ever for it. Iforgive all the world, and deſire 
all the world'to forgive me ; and the Lord have mercy on my 
Soul.
